In response toa written communica- 
tion, signed by Gov.

Low 
and P. B. Cornwall, earnestly desiring 
the conventions to compromise their 
ifferences and unite, each convention 
pointed a committee to confer, hav- 
ing in view the amicable adjustment of 
the present difficulty.

Committee Convention

TULLY’S ANTI-MONOPOLY RECOED. 


The record made by the Hon. P. B. 
Tully in the Constitutional Conven- 
tion, on the measure establishing the 
present Railroad Commission, will not 
bear the test of scrutiny. Let us ap- 
peal to the Official record to prove the 
fact: 

Mr. Estee, the present Republican 
candidate for Governor, as Chairman 
of the Committee on Corporations in 
the Constitutional Convention, reported 
to that body, Nov. 12, 1878, the pres- 
ent scheme fora railroad commission, 
known as Section 20, as follows: 


Section 20. Three Railroad Commis- 
sioners shall be elected by the qualified 
voters of this State at the regular guber- 
natorial election, and whose salary shall 
be fixed by Jaw, and whose terms of 


office shall be four years. They shall 


be qualified electors of this State and 
shall not be interested in any railroad 
corporation or other transportation com- 
pany as stockholder, auditor, agent, at- 
_torney or employé; arid the act of 
“a majority of .said commissioners 
shall be deemed the act of said commis- 
sion. Said commission shall have sole 
power, and it shall be their duty to cor- 
rect abuses by railroad corporations or 
other transportation companies; es- 
tablish rates of charges for transpor- 
tation of passengers and freight by 
railroad or other transportation compa- 
nies, and publish the same from time to 
time with such changes as they may 
make; report to the Governor annually 
their proceedings, and such other facts 
as may-be deemed important—hear and 
determine complaints against railroad 
or other transportation companies; af- 
fix penalties and enforce them through 
the medium of the courts, and perform 
such other duties as may be prescribed 
by law. Nothingin this section shall 
prevent individuals from maintaining 
actions against any of such companies. 
It shall be the duty of the Legislature to 
confer all such further powers on the 
Board of Railroad Commissioners as 
shall be necessary to enable them to 
perform the duties enjoined on them in 
the foregoing section. 
_ Afterwards, when this report came 
up for discussion, Mr. Tully said: “I 
am not going to vote for section 20. I 
am not going to vote for any section 
thet gives the Commissioners a right 
to determine everything—to hear com- 
plaints, take evidence, fix penalties, 
and through the courts enforce those 
penalties! 

This is the gentleman whom the 
good Democrats have put up for 
Congress, and ask the anti-monopoly 
people of this district to vote for. 
Will they doit? This is the gentle- 
man who is now roaming up and 
down the length and breadth of the 
State claiming with resonant roar that 
he is the chiefest anti-monopolist of 
the whole of them, the one altogether 
lovely, and coolly appealing for votes 
on that score.

Horticultural Fair. 


[FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. | 
Santa Barpara, Sept. 27, 1882.—Al- 
though the Fair held under the auspices | 
of the Agricultural and Horticultural 
Societies of Santa Barbara, owing to 
delay in sending in exhibits, does not 
open formally until this evening, I 
dropped into the Theater, where it is to 
be held, for afew moments this after- 
noon, to make a general reconnoissance 
and to look at the glowing picture as a 
whole before entering into the general 
details of the exhibition. 

I found a lovely semi-tropical atmos- 
phere pervading everything. Palms 
suggested bright and glowing skies and 
the languor of tropic noons, but the mel- 


open doors and skylights, tempered by 
delicious breezes from the sea that made 
the atmosphere of the room as delight- 
ful as the dewy mornings of an Eastern 
June. 

The audience room where the general 
display is made is very tastefully dec. 
orated. Above the front of the. stage 
are three massive arches formed from 
the bright green sprays of the pepper 
tree. Pendant from the central arch is 


a large globe composed of the scarlet | 


blossoms of the double geraniums, while 
from the center of one of the side arches 


drops a cross, and from the other is 
suspended a star ‘‘of the first magni- 
tude,” bright with the yellow bloom 
of the soidago and double geraniums 
with their scarlet glow. Overhead, 
wrought in dark evergreens, are the 
words, ‘Behold the Fruits of thy La- 
bors.’ 
The side seein, opening upon the 
stage, are like tropic gardens, filled as 
they are with rare potted tropical plants 
of every variety, many of them in blos- 
som. One of these boxes is filled al- 
most entirely witb coleus brought orig- 
inallvy from ‘‘The City of the Angels.’’ 
They are gracefully grouped and have a 
charming background of tall wood- 
wardias and centaurea. The collec- 
tion belongs to Mr. Calkins. The 
— in the opposite box is 
by Dr. L. G. Yates and H. C. 
Ford, and comprises begonias, both 
foliage and flowering, fancy caladium, 
six varieties; eight varieties of exotic 
ferns, five varieties of double 
hibiscus, a fine specimen of the cyperus 
apyrus, five varieties of orchids, white 
gesneia, an exquisitely veined filtonia, . 
and a fine specimen of the aloe, a native 
of Panama. This plant was received 
by the Doctor three weeks ago, and 
within that time has made a growth 
of fifteen inches. Here, too, is the 
adlumia, the clerodendron balfouri, and 
the lovely tradescantia, a ‘fine blooming 
plant, together with the ‘cyanophyllum 
with its large wonderful veined leaf and 
delicately veined border encircling its 
outer edge. 

These “boxes would fill the eye as 
you comein atthe main entrance, were 
it not for the beauty that intervenes. 
The tall pillars supporting the galleries 
are wreathed in evergreens; the walls 
are decorated with palms of different 
varieties, and clusters of woodwardias 
arranged in many pretty devices; 
branches of the pepper drop gracefully 
here and ‘there from the outer base of 
the galleries; glowing clusters of scarlet 
blossoms gleam amid the green of vines 
and sprays; magnificent bunches of pur- 
ple grapes hang overhead; branches 
filled with lemons droop above you, and 
pampas plumes in their feathery soft- 
ness are added to complete the attract- 
ive picture. Fine tapestries are also 
upon the walls, carriage-robes and speci- 
mens of fancy sign-painting, elegant 
harnesses, whips and bridles, beautiful 
rugs and showy druggets. 

In the center of the room is a mass- 
ive pyramid of canned fruits, twenty 
feet high, from the Santa Barbara Can- 
nery—as tempting a pyramid as could 
be well shown, but upon which no forty 
centuries will ever look down. Itis a 
noble monument to the fruit industry of 
this region, the future possibilities of 
which it is impossible as yet to estimate. 
The long tables laden with fruits of 
every variety are cheering commentaries 
on the subject of fruit growing, which 
if known and read of all men would 
attract multitudes to this garden-spot of 
the Pacific. | 
_ Parallel with the fruit-tables are num- 
berless cases from our different mer- 
chants, filled with a display of elegant 
goods, ‘while the exhibit of fine wares— 
china, majolica, Dresden and antique, is 
very attractive. But of these things 
hereafter. 

At one end of the great hall i is a long 
-table filled with specimens of eucalypti, 
twenty-four varieties, brought from Mr. 
Ellwood Cooper’s place. They differ so 
widely as regards the shape of the foli- 
age, the tints of the leaves, etc., it is 
hard to realize that they belong to the 
same family. 

The specimens of pampas plumes are 
the finest ever grown in Santa Barbara. 
Mr. Sexton shows some. forty-five 
inches in length from the point where 
they begin to put forth their downy foli- 
age. This industry is growing very 
rapidly in this section. Of these plumes, 
Mr. Sexton alone has already sold 70,000, 
and other parties engaged in the business 
can probably duplicate that number.
